Receiversrelieve the managersof the burden 
of mangement, and wiile the managers 
retire into affluence and become leaders in 
society and pillars of the church,the British 
capitalist holds his muddlei head and 
wonders how such thinzs can come about 
without somebody going to jail for an 
indefinite period .

Useful Recipes. 


Boiled Turkey.—Wash clean after siuge- 
ing and wipe dry.
